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MILAN RECREATION DEPARTMENT 1983 


In 1982 the Town of Milan voted to authorize the Selectmen 
to negotiate for the purchase of the acreage adjacent to the 
Municipal Building Property. The land was purchased by the 
town and as Donald Rich explained ‘‘the land involved is appro- 
ximately 7 acres and that for the future of the Town it is a good 
investment.” 


We on the Milan Recreation Committee feel that since the 
future of our town is dependent on our children, use of this land 
(300 feet East-West by 500 feet North-South) or approximately 
3% acres for recreation use is also a good investment. This parti- 
cular investment, however, involves no financial commitment on 
the part of the taxpayers. 


We are asking for a long-range commitment from the town 
(not from specific individuals but from all individuals in the 
town) to utilize a specified portion of this area for recreational 
facilities. This area has already been examined by the Planning 
Board and the Selectmen of Milan. 


Obviously there may come a time when other town uses of 
this land will take precedence over recreation and, if so, it is 
recommended that again the town as a whole be involved in 
making this decision. 


Our long-range plans for this land include such things as 
improving our skating rink, with boards and benches added, 
adding a backstop, benches, and bleachers to our baseball field, 
smoothing the field and adding an outfield fence. A storage 
building/warming hut and an outdoor basketball court would also 
be constructed. 


This project is one that old and young alike can be proud of 
and can utilize. It is centrally located which adds to the safety 
and convenience of our children and as mentioned before will not 
put an additional tax burden on those people who cannot afford 
or will not support our programs, This is a guarantee! 


Over the past few years we have been very fortunate to have 
so much support from many local citizens; support in terms of 
volunteer time, moral support and in our fund raising activities. 
Hopefully, those people who do feel recreation plays an impor- 
tant role in the present and future condition of our residents 
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will get involved and support us to the fullest on this issue and 
the overall program.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


MARCH 8, 1983 


The Annual Town Meeting was held on March 8, 1983 at the 
West Milan Town Hall. 


Polls were opened for voting at 1:00 P.M. 


The annual meeting was opened at 6:30 with the reading of the 
Town and School warrants by the Moderator, Robert Vashaw. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all town officers for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2, To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for Town Officers’ Salaries. ($9,700. ) 

Motion was made by Janet Woodward, seconded by Robert 
Biggart, to raise $9,700 for Town Officers’ salaries. Before a 
vote was taken on this motion, Harris Nichols, Selectman, did 
address the gathering to remind them that any money raised 
here tonight, for whatever purpose, ‘“‘will increase your tax 
rate.”’ Homer Frizzell immediately offered a motion to amend 
Article 2 and raise $8,700 for Town Officers’ salaries. This 
motion was seconded, 

Ronald Hawkins asked for an explanation for the increase re- 
quested and Harris Nichols answered by saying that when the 
town adopted semi-annual taxation in 1981 this automatically 
doubled the work of the Tax Collector. The salary increase 
shown on the warrant actually is the increase of $1,000 requested 
by the Tax Collector, 

Action on the amendment to raise $8,700 for Town Officers’ 
salaries - and a vote by show of hands was requested. ‘I'he result, 
46 in favor of amendment, 60 against, The amendment was 
defeated. 


We now return to consideration of Article 2, to raise $9,700 
for Town Officers’ salaries. Jacqueline Quintal made a motion 
to raise $9,000 for Town Officers’ salaries. Seconded by Donna 
Gagne. Vote on this amendment, affirmative. 


ARTICLE 3, Motion was made and seconded to raise $4,000 for 
Town Officers’ expenses and voted in the affirmative. 


Clifford Tankard made a motion to have Article 5 considered 
before Article 4, Motion seconded and carried by the required 
2/3 vote. 


ARTICLE 5. Motion was made and seconded to raise $6,000 for 
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additional up-grading of gravel roads. Andy McLain quickly 
made a motion to have this Article passed over without consider- 
ation, Motion was seconded by Homer Frizzell, The Moderator 
explained that this motion also would require a 2/3 vote. A show 
of hands was requested with 69 votes for ‘‘no consideration” and 
19 against. Article 5 was defeated and so declared. 


ARTICLE 4, Homer Frizzell made a motion to raise $40,000 for 
town road maintenance, Seconded by Clifford Tankard. Lois 
Alger made a motion to amend Article 4 and raise $56,000 for 
Town Road Maintenance, Motion was seconded. 


Harris Nichols explained that the $6,000 raised in 1982 for 
gravel roads had been used to good advantage, and if $6,000 was 
raised this year the repair work, particularly on the French Hill 
Road, would be continued. Vote on the amendment was called 
for and the amendment was defeated. Going back to considera- 
tion of the original motion: to raise $40,000 for town road 
maintenance, Question called for immediate vote and Article 5 
was voted in the affirmative and so declared. 


ARTICLE 6. Motion was made by Paulette Frechette, seconded 
by Homer Frizzell, to raise $395.51, and the State will give 
$2,636.71, for Town Road Aid. Vote carried. 


Interruption by the Moderator to declare closing of the polls. 
Time, 7:40 PM. 


ARTICLE 7. A motion was made by Alfred Plante, seconded 
by Homer Frizzell, to raise $6,300 for the Police Department. 
Clifford Tankard made a motion to amend Article 7 and raise 
$5,400 for the Police Department. This was seconded by Glenn 
Gagne. There was very little discussion on the amendment and 
the vote to raise $5,400 was affirmative: 


ARTICLE 8. A motion was made by Andy McLain to raise $100 
for the Dog Constable. Seconded by Charlie Tibbetts. This 
motion could not pass because the Selectmen immediately 
informed the gathering that $147.67 had already been spent, 
in 1983, in this Department. 

Walter Mullins then made a motion to raise $800 for the Dog 
Constable. Motion was seconded and passed without further 
comment, 


ARTICLE 9. Motion was made, and seconded, to raise $9,500 
for the Fire Department, There was a very short discussion and 
the motion passed. 


ARTICLE 10, Motion was made and seconded to raise $2,000 
for Town Poor, Motion was immediately made, and seconded, 
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to amend Article 10 and raise $1,000 for Town Poor. Question 
called to cease debate. Vote on motion to raise $1,000 for Town 
Poor — vote by show of hands requested by Moderator, Vote: 
Yes, 58, No, 31. Vote is affirmative, motion is carried. Article 
10 is passed as amended. 


ARTICLE 11. Motion by Janet Woodward, and seconded, to 
raise $6,000 for Old Age Assistance. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 12. Motion made and seconded to raise $200 for 
Soldiers and their families. Vote affirmative, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 13. Motion made by Beverly Hawkins, and seConded, 
to raise $500 for Libraries. There was an attempt to have this 
Article passed over without consideration, but motion failed. 
There was a short discussion of this Article and Evelyn Brown 
explained how the money to be raised is spent, and the present 
status of the money left to the Library by Florence Twitchell. 
There was a call for the question and Article 13 was voted in 
the affirmative, 


ARTICLE 14. Motion by Ronald Hawkins, and seconded, to 
raise $200 for Civil Defense, Vote, affirmative. Article passed. 


ARTICLE 15, Motion was made, and seconded, to raise $1,008 
for Androscoggin Valley Mental Health. Clifford Tankard imme- 
diately made a motion to amend this Article and raise $100 
for Mental Health. Motion seconded. There was no discussion 
and the vote on the amendment to raise $100 was affirmative. 
Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 16. Motion made and seconded to raise $834 for 
North Country Council. Voted in the affirmative, motion 
carried, 


ARTICLE 17. Motion by Muriel Lindsay to raise $1,000 for 
Home Nursing Center, Seconded by Paulette Frechette and voted 
in the affirmative, Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 18. Motion made by Ronald Hawkins to raise $3,200 
for the Milan/Dummer Ambulance District. Motion seconded. 
Someone asked why the Ambulance District is not self-sustain- 
ing and a short discussion followed. William Hamlin asked that 
the books of the Milan/Dummer Ambulance district be audited 
each year and a detailed report be printed in the Town Report, 
each year. Vote on Article 18, carried. Motion passed. 


ARTICLE 19. Motion was made by Beverly Hawkins, seconded 
by Ronald Hawkins, An explanation was made by Selectmen, 


Harris Nichols, of each item requested under the Revenue Shar- 
ing Fund. Vote was affirmative, motion carried. 
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ARTICLE 20. Motion so made and seconded. Vote, affirmative. 


ARTICLE 21. Motion made and seconded that the Town accept 
Article 21 as printed in the Warrant. Vote, affirmative, and so 


declared. 


ARTICLE 22, Motion made and seconded that the Town accept 
Article 22 as printed in the Warrant, Vote carried. 


ARTICLE 23. Motion made and seconded that the Town accept 
Article 23 as printed in the Warrant, Vote carried. 


ARTICLE 24. Motion so made and seconded, Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 25. Motion made and seconded. Vote on Article 25, 
affirmative and carried. (Note by the Selectmen that there are 
no budget figures available due to the changes that have occurred 
here tonight. ) 


ARTICLE 26. Motion so made and seconded. There was no dis- 
cussion and the motion carried, 


ARTICLE 27. A motion was made, and seconded, that Vital 
Statistics for 1982 and 1983 be printed in next year’s Town 
Report, Motion carried, 


The question was asked why the Town auditing is not being done 
by professional auditors, even though the Town voted to hire 
professional auditors in 1980. William Hamlin explained that 
in looking into this matter the Selectmen found that there are no 
professional people, or C.P.A.’s, available who would take on this 
job and if anyone could be found Mr. Hamlin estimates that it 
would cost the Town in the vicinity of $6,500. This estimated 
cost was questioned by someone who has a considerable know- 
ledge of auditing. There was further discussion of the subject 
but no decision was reached. 


Someone suggested that the Town Reports should be mailed out 
or delivered. Homer Frizzell offered to pass them out. 


Steve Enman requested that the Recreation Department be 
allowed to use the Town Field, adjoining the Municipal Build- 
ing, for recreational purposes, and they are specifically concerned 
with establishing and maintaining a baseball field. The Recrea- 
tional Committee wants a written commitment from the Town to 
this effect. Objection was raised by Donald Rich, who feels 
that a committee should be established to work with the Recrea- 
tion Department and the Selectmen for the future development 
of this field. He further stated that this field was not purchased 
by the Town for the sole use of the Recreation Department. 
Some people felt that this situation should be given serious 
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thought and nothing be done until it could be brought before the 
people again at next year’s Town Meeting. Michael Galuszka 
made a motion that the Planning Board be involved in this study. 
Vote on motion was carried. However, the Selectmen stated that 
they — the Selectmen — do have the authority to give the 
commitment requested to the Recreation Department if, in their 
opinion, it is advisable to do so, and the case rests. 


A motion was made by William Hamlin that the Milan-Dummer 
ambulance books be audited each year and a detailed report 
printed in the Town Report. Motion seconded and carried. 


A motion was made and seconded to hold next year’s Town 
Meeting at the Milan Village School, at 6:30 P.M., and that it 
be so printed in the Warrant. Vote on motion, affirmative. 


At this time Fred Plante asked how the Town would define the 
term ‘‘local citizen.’”’ The Town of Milan had voted, sometime 
back, that the Police Department would not be allowed to hire 
any outside help - anyone living outside the Town of Milan. 
Paul Fortier immediately spoke and explained his connection 
with the Milan Police Department and offered his resignation 
from both the Police and Fire Departments of Milan, There was 
a motion made and seconded not to accept his resignation but 
the Moderator terminated this situation by reminding the gath- 
ering that this was not a point of order and not a valid motion. 


Clifford tankard made a motion to have the State take back that 
piece of road between the State Garage, in West Milan, to the new 
intersection, going south, so that the town would not have to 
provide maintenance. Selectmen to investigate and report back 
at next year’s Meeting. 


Meeting recessed until votes are counted. 
Meeting adjourned 12:06 A.M.

The year 1983 brought an increased demand for blood work 
needed by individual patients who were essentially home-bound., 
These services were provided by a qualified Laboratory Tech- 
nician, 

The Agency continues to be supported by appropriations from 
the town of Milan and Dummer, A fee is requested for each indi- 
vidual patient for each visit as well as for lab work. These fees 
are determined according to a sliding scale based on the patients 
income. Immunization and Blood Pressure Clinics are held 
periodically. Beginning in April of this year we will have at our 
disposal the services of the Androscoggin Valley Homemaker 
Health Aides from Berlin. The services will be available to 
patients on short-term level only. These services will be available 
to the patient at no charge. Funds have become available to us 
through the State Council on Aging.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire preven- 
tion and control program leads the nation in least acres burned 
per forest fire. Less than one-half acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for 
the prevention and control of all grass and woods fires when the 
ground is not snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing 
a written permit for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground 
out of doors when the ground is not covered with snow. Each 
person wishing to have an outside fire must obtain this written 
permit from the town Fire Warden before kindling the fire. 
Any person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is 
required, is violating our forest fire permit law and is subject to 
a court appearance and could be fined up to $1,000 and receive 
a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. 
unless it is raining. The reason for this is twofold: the fire 
danger increases steadily between 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then 
subsides to a safe level between 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This 
happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels that are easily 
ignited and dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also 
during this part of the day fire fighters are not readily available 
in most communities so an escaped fire could burn longer and 
cause greater damage before being suppressed. 


Your cooperaton in burning only when conditions are safe 
is greatly appreciated.

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REPORT OF 
NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 


North Country Council is the regional planning and economic 
development agency for communities in the northern part of the 
State. Your town is one of forty-three member towns that utilize 
Council services in community and land use planning, economic 
development, solid waste, transportation, recreation, and muni- 
cipal services. The Board of Directors is made up of represen- 
tatives from every member town, 


In regionwide economic development, the Council has devoted 
time to improving utilities in and access to industrial parks, in 
lobbying for continued maintenance of regional transportation 
facilities including rail, highways and airports, and to increased 
business marketing efforts. Through grant assistance, coordina- 
tion with State and federal agencies and data, the staff has 
assisted local development organizations in four towns which 
serve as area employment centers. 


The Council has provided information and guidance to several 
towns on the Community Development Block Grant, Urban 
Development Action Grant, and Farmers Home Administration 
Programs and prepared several grant applications. The Council 
is a partner in the Business Assistance to Northern New Hamp- 
shire Program, providing demographic data to individuals, busi- 
nesses, and economic consultants interested in the North 
Country. This summer, we prepared a Plymouth Area Economic 
Base Study, to be followed by similar reports on other North 
Country subregions, 


The Council participated in research and marketing efforts 
to increase the use of the Concord-to-Lincoln rail line and to 
maintain a schedule for rehabilitation of other regional railroad 
lines, 


Other regional activities of importance include the coordina- 
tion and establishment of either solid waste districts. Council 
staff has assisted towns in developing work plans to assess their 
waste disposal needs and current methods and develop a 10-year 
plan, The Council has also surveyed local disposal practices for 
septage, estimated future needs, and will be recommending 
alternative disposal arrangements. 
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In community planning, we have assisted many towns with 
adopting or amending zoning ordinances, subdivision regulations, 
site plan review and other local regulations. With the reorganiza- 
tion and slight revision of the state planning and zoning laws, 
we’ve been busy trying to keep planning boards informed of the 
changes and new requirements. A workshop was held in the fall 
and more are planned for the spring. We also met with over 20 
towns to help them review regulations relating to subdivision 
and building in the floodplain to insure compliance with federal 
regulations. The staff successfully assisted communities in 
applying for funds for recreation and library facilities. 


A new NCC service this past year has been computerized 
tax billing. We provided this service under contract to four 
towns. We anticipate expanded municipal and in-house use of 
the computer. 


These are some of the highlights of the past year. We welcome 
your town’s active participation on the Board and use of the 
Council’s services and look forward to working on your behalf 
in 1984,

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Milan School District : 


I will have served your community as your Superintendent 
of Schools for thirteen years on April 1 of this year. Overall, 
those years have been rewarding ones for me and I can only hope 
they have been productive ones for the community and the 
parents and children whom I have attempted to serve. 


EDUCATIONAL EXCELLENCE 


The A Nation At Risk report released last spring provided a 
national view of this country’s educational system. Soon after 
it was released and since that time several other reports, both 
critical and supportive of public education, have been released. 
However, the national report appears to be the one attracting the 
most attention. 





The report makes recommendations on how our public schools 
can be improved. These include raising the standards and 
expectations of our schools relative to academic performance and 
student conduct, devoting more time to learning and teaching 
of the basic skills, and improving the preparation and compensa- 
tion level of our teachers. One might ask, ‘“‘How does Milan 
measure up?’’ In my judgment we have the foundation of an 
excellent school system. On the surface we have it all. We have 
a fine building and we have a fine group of teachers. We have 
many fine parents who have given freely of their time. And we 
have a fine group of children. But we also have a community 
which is unwilling to invest in the future of its school, which is 
unwilling to invest in and maintain quality teachers, and which 
fails to recognize its responsibility to future generations of its 
children. Needless to say Milan is not a wealthy community. 
Many of its people are struggling to maintain a reasonable stan- 
dard of living! To keep a roof over their heads! To properly 
care for their children! It is not my intention to underestimate 
the difficulty incurred by increased educational costs and in- 
creased taxes. It does seem unreasonable to me, however, to 
expect to maintain quality teachers at salaries $2,000.00 to 
$8,000.00 below what other area schools are paying, to drop 
from a Category I school to a Category IV school, to be classi- 
fied in the bottom 1% of all schools in the state, to be unable 
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to meet the educational needs of our children, and to be unable 
to properly maintain our school building. 


All is not well in Milan and it won’t get better until we are 
willing to be honest with ourselves and are willing to take a close 
look at what we have done to our school and the educational 
needs of our children. 


DAVID HOWARD ENMAN TRUST FUND 


For several years now money has been donated to the David 
Howard Enman Trust and for the purpose of providing books and 
other instructional materials to the school. This year for the first 
time use has been made of the interest on these funds. We thank 
those responsible for this generous gift to our children. 


MILAN FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Thanks to the efforts of the Milan Fire Department the Milan 
Village School now has a fire alarm system connected directly to 
the fire station. There has been a long time need to better 
protect the safety of our children and the investment the com- 
munity has in its school. Both those needs have now been met 
thanks to the generosity of the Milan Fire Department. 


BERLIN-GORHAM STUDY 


The Berlin-Gorham Steering Committee will have completed 
its work by the time you receive a copy of this report. The work 
of the Committee involved a study to determine how the two 
communities might join to improve the quality of education and 
to do so at the least possible cost. Because of Milan’s AREA 
Contract with Berlin the outcome of this study could well affect 
Berlin’s relationship with Milan. It will be important, therefore, 
that Milan keep itself informed about the study and its possible 
impact on the future education of its children. 


SCHOOL VOLUNTEERS 


The School Volunteer Program has been recognized for the 
second year as one of the exemplary programs in the state, This 
represents no small achievement and is certainly a credit to the 
many parents who give so freely of their time and to the able 
leadership of Mrs. Sharon Horn. Congratulations to all of you 
for a job well done!

1984-85 BUDGET 


The proposed budget for 1984-85 totals $472,852.00 a figure 
which represents an increase of $2,703.00 above the budget 
passed last spring or a decrease of $6,497.00 below the expected 
expenditure level for the current school year. It is also interesting 
to note that it is $8,017.00 less than the budget for 1982-83. 


The proposed budget represents a strong effort on the part of 
your school board to reduce costs to an absolute minimum, to 
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restore two programs to the school in the areas of physical 
education and music, and to provide for salary increases for its 
employees, It has succeeded in its effort and is now able to 
submit a budget which holds the line on taxes for 1984-85.

In closing I would like to thank Michael Galuszka and Armand 
Caron who chaired your school board this past year, the teachers 
for their efforts, the volunteers for the many hours they have 
given to the children, the lunch and matinenance staff for the 
help they have been to all of us, and the parents who have placed 
their trust in us to do our best for their children.

The Milan Village School staff completed an intense review of 
several reading series. It is our hope to replace our outdated 
series soon. The staff is also developing a study skills guide. 
Included in this research is the development of a new report card 
for the next school year. 


In response to the report on education, ‘‘A Nation at Risk’’, 
a local task force will be formed to study the implications of this 
report. 


Once again, under the leadership of Sharon Horne, our volun- 
teers have received the New Hampshire Volunteers Annual Blue 
Ribbon Achievement Award for the second year in a row. This is 
indeed a great honor and we are most grateful to all our volun- 
teers who donate many hours. 


Our PTO is ever active in its support and fund-raising projects. 
Last year a school trip to the Granby Zoo in Canada was spon- 
sored by our PTO. It was an opportunity to visit a nearby 


country as well as a chance to see animals never before seen in 
real life. 


The PTO continued to sponsor Young Author’s Week and the 
annual School Spelling Bee.

Spring is always a busy time in the Milan School. Impedence 
hearing screening by Mrs. Henne made four school referrals and 
one follow up pre-school referral. This service is such an impor- 
tant part of the school screening program. 


Pre-school education screening made one four year old referral 
for further testing, one five year old referral for speech and one 
six year old referral to the Milan Placement team. The services 
of N.C.E.S. are so valuable in this area, Also the resource room 
teacher makes this area of screening more possible. Prior to this 
screening, all health screening pre-school physicals and parent- 
questionnaires are completed.

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The fall of 1983 began with ‘‘head checks’’ again for lice 
because of problems in surrounding communities. Several parents 
assisted in the frequent ‘‘checks.’’ No cases were found. 


No referrals were made from the fall Vision and Hearing 
Screening in cooperation with the Milan Home Nursing Center. 


Fall vision screening resulted in five referrals, Thirteen hearing 
retests are scheduled from the hearing screening. Two follow-up 
doctor referrals were made. No referrals were made from the B.P. 
or scoliosis screenings 


Communicable disease report : 
Chicken pox - 1 case 
Scarlet fever - 2 cases 


Each year several health related educational field trips are 
possible because of the added effort of many community mem- 
bers. Our thanks to these people. 


The 1983-84 school year is the first year in the last 18 that 
health education has not been one of the responsibilities of the 
school nurse. Because of the budget cuts the portion of the 
health days alloted specifically for health education were elimi- 
nated from the nurse’s contract. I have been acting as consul- 
tant to the classroom teacher for as many units as the classroom 
schedule allows and as many units as my schedule can coordinate. 
These, of course, are limited to a number by time and to areas 
where the classroom teacher is proficient. Several of the units 
are required by law with nutrition education tied into the federal 
funding for hot lunch program. 


Beginning in the fall of 1984 scoliosis screening will be re- 
quired in the N.H. schools. The Milan School has included this 
screening for three years prior to this requirement. 


Many thanks to Mrs. Donna Gagne for assisting with the 
screening programs to Mrs, Lise Halle for her time in the office. 
Countless volunteers are due thanks for printing (educational 
material) and typing time.

SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
MARCH 7, 1983 


The annual School District Meeting of the Town of Milan, 
N.H. was held at the Milan Village School on March 7, 1983. The 
Meeting was opened at 7 32 P.M. by the School Clerk who also 
read the Warrant, Under the first order of business the Clerk 
requested a motion from the floor to elect a Moderator pro tem. 
David Woodward made a motion to elect Robert Vashaw as 
Moderator, Motion was seconded and voted in the affirmative. 
Robert Vashaw was declared elected as Moderator for this Meet- 
ing. 

ARTICLE 1. To determine the salaries of the school board, 
truant officer, auditors, treasurer, moderator and clerk. 


Motion was made by Janet Woodward and seconded by Ronald 
Hawkins that salaries be set as follows:

Action on Article 1, voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 2. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, 
or officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Motion was so made by Bernice Potter, and seconded. Vote on 
Article 2, affirmative. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $10,000.00 to establish and maintain a kinder- 
garten located within the Milan Village School. (By Petition) 


Motion was made by Denise Doucette and seconded by Marsha 
MacKinnon, David Woodward immediately offered a motion that 
Article 3 receive no consideration. Motion seconded. 
A secret ballot was called for and at this time the Moderator 
explained, very clearly, that a ‘‘yes’’ vote would kill the Article, 
a ‘‘no”’ vote would leave Article 3 open to discussion. 


Number of votes cast, 1983. ‘‘Yes’’ votes, 145, ‘‘No”’ votes, 48. 
Article 3 was defeated and so declared.

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ARTICLE 4, To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $10,000.00 as a deficit appropriation before 
June 30, 1983, to make payment of the statutory obligations of 
the District. 


Motion was so made by Armand Caron and seconded by Paulette 
Frechette. In the discussion that followed, Mr. Bellavance 
explained various items that would be covered by this appropria- 
tion, mentioning that over $8,000.00 would go for tuition alone. 
From this point on the discussion seemed to be about the total 
school budget and Mr. Bellavance, and the School Board, again 
explained the responsibilities of the town regarding the education 
of children, the cost involved in the education of handicapped 
children, the cost of tuition, etc., all statutory obligations. 


A vote by show of hands was requested on Article 4 and the vote 
was negative. Article 4 was defeated. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
school board to make application for and to accept, on behalf 
of the District, any or all gratis grants or other gratis funds for 
educational purposes which may now or herinafter be forth- 
coming from the United States Government, the State of New 
Hampshire, private individuals, corporations, or any federal or 
state agency and to expend same for such projects as it may 
designate. 


Motion by William Hamlin, seconded by Rodney Legendre. 
Vote on Article 5, affirmative. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the District will vote to accept the pro- 
visions of Title I, Title IV (P.L. 89-10 ESEA,) National Forest 
Reserve, and school lunch, and appropriate such funds as may be 
made available to the District under such federal acts for such 
particular projects as may be determined by the School Board. 
Further, to see if the District will authorize the school board to 
make application for such funds and to expend same for such 
projects as it may designate. 


Motion made by Russell Doucette, seconded by William Hamlin. 
Question, motion carried. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the District will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for the 
payment of salaries for school district officials, and for the pay- 
ment of the statutory obligations of the District. 


Motion was made by Michael Galuszka, seconded by Beverly 
Hawkins, to raise the sum of $510,149.00 for the support of 
schools, salaries of school district officials, and the statutory 
obligations of the district. 
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Motion made by David Woodward to amend Article 7, and raise 
$470,149.00, for the support of schools, etc. Motion was 
seconded. A lengthy discussion followed, the School Board 
feeling that the original amount requested, $510,149.00, is 
absolutely necessary for the education and well-being of the 
school children of this community, and to cut $40,000.00 would 
cause hardship. However, some of those present felt that there 
are some areas in which the budget could be cut without causing 
any serious deprivation to the educational syytem. 


In the interest of the safety of the school children, and in behalf 
of the Fire Department, Norman Frechette asked if there had 
been any money put aside in the budget to connect the fire- 
alarm system at the School with the Municipal Building across 
the street. The answer was ‘‘No.’” 


Question, cease debate: 

Vote on amendment to raise $470,149.00 for the support of 
schools, Yes 53, those opposed to amendment, 37. Amendment 
is carried. Show of hands requested - 73 affirmative votes. 
Amendment carried. 


ARTICLE 8. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting. 


Michael Galuszka, speaking for the School Board, again stated 
that the School Board does not feel they can provide an educa- 
tion for our children for the budget figure just voted. Ronald 
Hawkins asked for an explanation of the original amount of 
$520,149.00 as posted on the Warrant, and the question was 
still being asked whether the kindergarten figures were included 
in the budget. Many other issues were brought up and discussed 
under Article 8, including the suggestion that Milan begin to 
make some long-range plans to keep our children in town, par- 
ticularly the 7th and 8th grades, rather than tuitioning them to 
Berlin. We were reminded that Milan is under contract to Berlin 
until 1990, and at this point in the discussion, David Wood- 
ward suggested that the School Board look into this possibility, 
‘“‘See what can be done and come back with some reasonable 
answers,”’ 


As there was no further business the Meeting was recessed until 
1:00 P.M. on Tuesday, March 8, 1983. Time: 10:05 P.M.

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SPECIAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
MILAN, N.H. 
MAY 18, 1983 


A special School District Meeting for the Town of Milan, N.H. 
was held at the Milan Village School on May 18, 1983. The 
meeting was opened at 7:30 P.M. with an announcement by the 
Moderator, Robert Vashaw, that he had been presented with a 
petition — duly signed by registered voters — requesting that all 
Articles to be considered here to-night be voted on by secret 
ballot. The Moderator will honor this petition, this being a valid 
request, 


This announcement was followed by the reading of the Warrant. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a supplemental appropriation of $2,000.00 to add to the 
1982-83 school district appropriation for the purpose of meeting 
the unanticipated expense of the district in the account for 
secondary tuition, this supplemental appropriation to be solely 
funded from unanticipated revenues, 


Motion was made by School Board Member, Janet Woodward, 
and seconded. Janet explained that this money has come from 
the State and the School Board is simply asking for permission 
to use it to reduce a deficit. 


Vote on Article 1, Yes 83, No. 22. Article is passed. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Eight Thousand Dollars ($8,000.00) as a deficit 
appropriation to the 1982-83 appropriation for the purpose of 
meeting the unanticipated expenses of the district in the account 
of secondary tuition. 


Motion on Article 2 was made by Michael Galuszka, and 
seconded, 


There was a short explanation of this Article and the Article was 
passed by vote of 66 to 41. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a supplemental appropriation of Five Thousand Nine 
Hundred Dollars ($5,900.00) to add to the 1983-84 school 
district appropriation, said monies to be used for transportation 
during the 1983-84 school year. 


Motion on Article 3 was so made by Armand Caron, and secon- 
ded. There followed a lengthy discussion on this Article and the 
School Board Members explained that this money, if raised here 
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to-night, would go to pay for transportation only. The budget 
is short by $5,900.00. As an alternative to raising the money 
here, the School Board has considered the possibility of impos- 
ing a transportation charge to those children fourteen years old, 
and older, the charge to be paid by the parents of these chil- 
dren. It was further explained that putting this Article in the 
Warrant is simply giving the people a chance to vote on whether 
or not they want to pay personally for transportation of their 
fourteen-year old children. The money would not be spent 
anywhere except for transportation. 


At this point the question was called and the Moderator reques- 
ted a vote by show of hands, with the result that the question 
was defeated by a vote of 42 to 30. This was not the required 
2/3 vote and the discussion was allowed to continue. 


At this time an amendment to the Article was proposed, and after 
a heated discussion the Moderator stated that he would not allow 
any amendments, as the purpose of this Meeting was to consider 
the Articles as presented in the Warrant only. In line with this 
decision by the Moderator the School Board produced a letter 
from the State of New Hampshire Superior Court, allowing for 
a Special Meeting, May 18, 1983, ‘‘for the purpose of acting upon 
the Articles in petition.”’ 


Vote on Article 3 followed with the following result: Yes 42, 
No. 64. Article 3 was defeated. 


ARTICLE 4. To transact any further business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


Motion was made to transport all Milan children, and that the 
taxpayers be responsible for the charge. Motion was seconded. 
Michael Galuszka explained that this action would mean that 
another $5,900.00 would have to be cut from the Village School 
as no cuts would affect the children going to Berlin. It was then 
suggested that the Milan School double up classes, if necessary, 
to make up this deficit. (Doubling up classes would eliminate 
a teacher, thus saving one salary.) 


At this time, Mr. Bellavance explained that any motion made 
under this Article is advisory, and is not binding. 


Vote on the motion: Yes 58, No. 30. Motion is carried. 


Andrew McLain made a motion to direct the School Board to go 
back to consideration of the $40,000 which was cut from the 
budget at the annual School Meeting on March 7, 1983, and to 
put $13,500 (the Special Education item) back into the Milan 
Village School. This caused further discussion and further ex- 
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planation by the School Board of this Special Education item, 
Vote on this motion: Yes 23, No 53. Motion was defeated. 


At this time Alta Campbell made a motion that the Town of 
Milan give the School Board a vote of confidence in its pursuit 
of the court case regarding Special Education. This motion was 
seconded. Michael Galuska explained the present standing of 
this case and at this time the Board does not know what the 
out-come will be. This motion was carried. 


Motion made and seconded to adjourn, Time was 10 00 P.M.
